TRAX, S.L. Buses Get Tokens 


Coins to replace stamps for downtown parking

For years, downtown Salt Lake City businesses 
have handed out stamps offering free parking at 
malls and some lots. 

Beginning Friday — and just in time for the 
holiday shopping season — those validations, in the 
form of a token coin, are being extended to parking 
meters, and for bus and TRAX rides. 

“It’s a great step forward,” said Mike Allegra, 
rail-ievelopment director for the Utah Transit 
Authority. 

“Tt allows downtown visitors to decide whether 
they want to take TRAX, the bus, park their car or 
use a parking meter.” 

The program is sponsored by The Downtown 
Alliance’s organization of business owners, Salt 
Lake City government and the UTA. 

For at least the next three years, parking- 
validation stamps will give way to rolls of nickel- 
plated brass tokens good for 1 hour in lots or at 
meters, or one 2-hour block of time on TRAX or 
buses. 

Most downtown retailers and several companies 








in office buildings will purchase the to- 
kens at $1 each from Zions Bank and dis- 
tribute them to patrons. ; 
For those shoppers and visitors with § 
the soon-to-be defunct stamps jammed 
into purses and wallets, “just keep on us- 
ing them until they are gone,” advised 
Alliance spokeswoman Robyn Carvaugh. 
For the 1 hour of parking allowed by 
each token, parking-lot owners will get 93 


cents from Zions, which is handling the program’s 


financial end. The city, when it turns in its tokens, 
will get 75 cents each, because that is all a meter 
would typically charge users for 1 hour. 

The 7-cent difference for the lots and the 25-cent 
difference for the city will be plowed back into the 
program for marketing and advertising. Zions is 
donating its services. 

UTA gets $1 back for each token. It is the only 
organization operating the service at a discount. 
The typical fare for a 2-hour period to ride buses or 
light rail is $1.25. 

“This is the same discount we offer for bulk 
{monthly] passes,” Allegra said. In exchange, the 
transit authority hopes the program will encourage 





new riders to use its expanded system. 

UTA and the city had the biggest logistical 
problems to overcome in adapting to the token 
program. 

UTA employees had to re-program TRAX ticket 
machines and bus fare-collection boxes to accept 
the metal token, which is slightly smaller than a 
quarter. 

City workers, meanwhile, spent three weeks 
electronically and mechanically reconfiguring 
each of the 1,850 coin boxes on city meters. 

Then, they spent this past weekend pasting 
stickers on meters and on city directions signs that 
show the token symbol.
